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is of interest to GREENSOAP , who suspect him of 'intelligence activity, and 
have requested information on him. EGMA 2^199 of 26 November 1956 indicates 
that HEY was head of a group of Hungarian activists with whom AEYXRGIL dealt, 
and EGMA 29988, 19 November 1957 reports that [Z _3 was questioned as to 
whether he bad any knowledge of him. A Department of State Security memorandum 
of 15 February 1957 3tates that Oskar BARTA, an employee of INS, stated that 
a person by the name of HEY had deposited $1500 with a Sandor SCHWARTZ and 
has departed for the United States. (Note: SCHWARTZ is allegedly a textile 

businessman in Vienna, a black marketeer and possible AVH informant) . 

2. According to GREENSOAP information, KEY worked with the GeBtapo until 
the outbreak of war in 1939 under the cover name "KIRCHMAEKR" . He worked with 
a certain "KASTNER" and together they persecuted Jews or people with Jewish 
backgrounds. At the same time NEY la alleged to have maintained contact with 
a passport falsification office in Kaachau, Hungary. After the outbreak of war, 
NEY served in the so-called "Don Army" and founded the Hungarian Eastern Front 
Brotherhood (Ostfrontkameradschaf t) . Fearing arrest by the Hungarian authorities, 
NEY fled to the SD Headquarters in Budapest, under whose protection NEY became the 
SS leader. In 19^5 NEY was interned in an American prison camp. Although accused 
of working for the Gestapo and the S3, the death sentence that he received was 
suspended because of his work far CIC. After his release Subject was Involved 
in a narcotics affair. Subject then took up contact with the intelligence group 
headed by Dr. HGETTL, and organized a Hungarian intelligence net in Lamberg (or 
Lambach) which was responsible for espionage and sabotage. After he was dropped 
by Dr. HOETTL for unknown reasons, NEY tried to take up an intelligence contact 
In Rome. In 1949-1950 NEY was in Germany in the French occupation zone, and in 
1950 moved to Munich, where he and bis wife founded the firm "Germania-Farben K.G." 
in which NEY invested heavily. The origin of the funds was not known. During the 
Hungarian revolution in October and November 1956 NEY tried to recruit Hungarian 
refugees for partisan activity. Ha was also a member of the group "Hungarian 
Patenschaft of the Free World eV." which he left in February 1957* Xu 1957 he 
waB accused of smuggling arms into Hungary. Subject has been observed in Salzburg 
and is suspected of intelligence activity. He drives a private car with license 
M-W 962. 

2. Station files contain no additional information on NEY other than that 
given in paragraph 1. Reference is . C. -3 report, which probably prompted 
the GREENSOAP inquiry. Dr. HOETTB is known to us as Dr. Wilhelm HCETH., born 

19 March 1915 in Vienna, Austrian citizen, and intelligence peddler with widespread 
connections in Germany and Austria. 

3. It is requested that addressees provide traces on NEY which may be 
passed to GREENSOAP. We are particularly interested in CIS's reply concerning 
the allegation that Subject once worked for CIC. 
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
